As a young husband, Floyd tried 
his hand at farming and factory 
work, but found he had a talent 
and a passion for the insurance 
business and that became his 
life's work. He had a genuine 
love and respect for people and 
truly enjoyed interacting with 
them. In addition, he had a natu¬ 
ral bent for numbers and a head 
for details. The combination 
made him very successful at 
what he did. He was tenacious 
in interceding for his clients 
with the insurance company to 
make sure the client received 
every benefit to which they 
were entitled. He believed peo¬ 
ple's insurance was so important 
that he would sometimes pay 
clients' premiums until they 
could get back on their feet. 
They would either pay him back 
or barter something in 
exchange. He was well-known 
and mostly well-liked in the 
community. He worked for the 
same company, Fincoln Income 
Fife Insurance, for thirty-one 
years until ill health forced him 
into disability. 

He was also passionate about 
his church. He was a long time 


member and deacon of 
Falmouth Baptist Church and 
also served the church in other 
capacities such as usher and 
trustee. He was also active in 
Sunday School and local mis¬ 
sions as well as a forceful advo¬ 
cate for temperance in the local 
wet/dry elections. This was a 
cause that did not make him 
popular with many folks, but he 
felt very strongly about this 
issue, because he had seen so 
many lives ruined by alcohol. 
His favorite hobby, which he 
and his wife shared, was collect¬ 
ing antiques. Most weekends 
they could be found out travel¬ 
ing the by-ways “antiquing” 
with friends. He would often 
refinish or restore them. He had 
hoped to open an antique shop 
when he retired, but ill health 
prevented him from achieving 
that goal. Floyd and Erma also 
shared a love of traveling in the 
United States and enjoyed many 
vacations together. 

He very much enjoyed Rotary 
Club meetings at the Stop and 
Tell Restaurant. In fact, he and 
Dan Woodhead had such fond¬ 
ness for Imogene's fried chicken 
livers that once they convinced 
her she should serve them at the 
weekly Rotary luncheon about 
every six weeks, telling her 
everyone loved them. Imagine 
Imogene's surprise when 


Fawrence Colvin (then presi¬ 
dent) asked her not to serve 
them so often because hardly 
anyone liked them! Floyd and 
Dan had a good laugh over their 
little joke, but they knew the jig 
was up! 

Floyd had a very positive and 
optimistic attitude toward life. 
Of all the services Rotary Club 
provided to the community, the 
Scholarship Program was prob¬ 
ably the closest to his heart. He 
believed education and hard 
work were the ingredients of 
success, and wanted deserving 
young persons rewarded for 
their hard work and determina¬ 
tion to get a higher education. 
Another aspect of Rotary Club 
that he and Erma both enjoyed 
immensely was the annual 
Christmas party. They always 
came home laughing about all 
the “stealing” that went on at the 
gift exchange!

The Ladycats opponents 
have a dilemma based upon the 
Ladycats rout of Paris 70-32. 

Do you guard Bradi Boden 
who has led the Ladycats in 
scoring in every game this sea¬ 
son, with 11 made three pointers 
in five games and is playing 
confident and quick while aver¬ 
aging 15 points per game?

Said Resolution:

Safety when using a chainsaw 


Physical activity guides for youth 


Before you get that chainsaw 
out, you might want to ponder 
this: Every year, about 36,000 
people are taken to the emer¬ 
gency room for chainsaw-relat¬ 
ed injuries, according to the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

The chainsaw has been 
called one of the most danger¬ 
ous tools, mostly because of its 
power. Besides, anything that 
can cut through wood can cer¬ 
tainly cut through a person's 
skin and serious cuts from 
chainsaws are common. 

To reduce the risk of a chain¬ 
saw injury, keep these important 
safety guidelines in mind: 

Make sure you choose a 
chainsaw that includes safety 
features, including a chain 
brake, front and rear hand 
guards, and a low-kickback 
chain. Also choose the proper 
size chainsaw to match the job. 
Most stores that specialize in 
chainsaw and outdoor equip¬ 
ment sales can help you with 
these decisions. 

Read and follow the manu¬ 
facturer's instructions. 

Check to see that all parts are 
present and in good working 
order, and check the saw chain 
for proper tension and sharp¬ 
ness. Also be sure the chain is 
well-lubricated. 

Always start a chainsaw with 
the saw on the ground, with one 
hand firmly on the handle. 
Never hold the chainsaw in the 
air with one hand while pulling 


on the starting rope with the 
other. 

Keep both hands on the 
chainsaw while cutting, and 
always operate below shoulder 
height. Engage the chain brake 
when starting and walking with 
the saw. 

Many chainsaw injuries 
result from “kickback,” which 
can occur when the upper tip of 
the guide bar touches an object 
or the chain gets pinched. To 
lessen the chance of the saw 
striking you during kickback, 
maintain a stiff left elbow. To 
keep the saw from hitting your 
head or face during kickback, 
never look directly down the 
cut. During kickback, the saw 
comes out of the cut and up 
toward the operator. 

Wear appropriate equipment 
to protect your eyes, hearing, 
head, legs, and feet. Eyes, head, 
and ears can be protected by 
wearing a helmet system that 
includes a face shield and hear¬ 
ing protectors mounted on a 
hardhat. Safety goggles or glass¬ 
es should also be worn. Make 
sure it is true safety eyewear and 
not normal glasses. Wearing cut- 
resistant boots and chaps is a 
requirement for loggers and 
should also be worn by others 
when using a saw. 

Never operate a chainsaw 
alone. Another person can share 
the cutting tasks to help prevent 
fatigue or go for help if an acci¬ 
dent occurs. 


Children’s activity levels 
have dropped in recent decades 
through a number of factors, 
among them, cultural shifts in 
the way parents and supervisors 
address issues of child safety 
and supervision, differences in 
built and outdoor environments, 
to an increase in screen time. 

The days of neighborhood 
kids safely playing kick-the-can 
in bucolic suburbs have given 
way to supervised meetings and 
organized activity, increased 
school hours with less physical 
activity built into the day, and 
greater use of electronic media. 
Parents should be aware of the 
recommendations for increased 
physical activity for youth, since 
youth regularly don’t meet sug¬ 
gested daily activity levels. 
Monitoring and changing these 
sedentary habits are critical 
because of the tremendous 
health threats from childhood 
obesity and diabetes. According 
to the Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention, children 
(ages six to seventeen) should 
get 60 minutes of exercise every 
day, and that should be an age- 
appropriate combination of aer¬ 
obic, muscle strengthening, and 
bone strengthening activity. 

Walking home from school, 
biking to the playground, play¬ 
ing kickball, or just plain play¬ 
ing has been supplanted by 
organized play dates that often 
include television, cell phone, 
mobile devices, computers, Wii, 
social networking, and gaming. 
Even in small increments, the 
increased total hours children 
spend parked in a chair rather 
than exercising can contribute to 
health problems now and later in 
life. 

Parents face considerable 
obstacles in ensuring their kids 
get enough exercise, especially 
during winter months. Early 
nightfall means that kids can’t 
play outside as much as they do 
during the summer, but winter 
does offer a host of opportuni¬ 
ties that can be enjoyed. Keep in 


mind the one-hour goal, and 
find ways to sneak in exercise at 
every opportunity. 

One strategy is to seek out 
indoor playscapes where kids 
can blow off steam and tire 
themselves out at night and on 
the weekends. Playing on safe 
climbing equipment, bounce- 
inflatables and slides are the 
kinds of planned-play opportu¬ 
nities into which parents can 
channel their child’s energy. 
Stopping at a mall or BounceU 
facility on the way home for just 
30 minutes of play would meet 
half your child’s daily activity 
requirements. 

Other indoor options might 
be found at local community 
centers, such as the Y, churches, 
and other youth-minded organi¬ 
zations. Regular lessons of a 
sport or skill increase activity 
levels and have the added 
reward of achievement. Ballet, 
gymnastics, karate, wrestling- 
these are great indoor sports that 
your child can learn now and 
master over a lifetime. 

Intrepid parents can also use 
the winter months to focus on 
cold-weather sports. While Ken¬ 
tucky does not have an outdoor- 
sports culture like snowbound 
states, such as Maine, the state 
does offer rugged opportunities 
for hiking and camping in many 
beautiful, wild places. And 
when snowfall hits, sledding 
and ice skating are ever-popular 
among all age groups, and since 
ice skating rinks are not depend¬ 
ent upon cold weather, they can 
offer year-round sport. One last 
thing to remember is that kids 
won’t melt in the rain. Properly 
clothed, they might love playing 
outdoors in weather that keeps 
you inside!

Alternative cleaning supplies 


When cleaning your home, 
consider using alternatives to 
some traditional commercial 
products that might contain haz¬ 
ardous or toxic chemicals. 

You probably already have 
on hand such items as lemon 
juice, vinegar, baking soda, salt, 
ammonia, liquid chlorine 
bleach, and borax. These are the 
basic ingredients for many alter¬ 
native cleaners. Read the labels 
and use safety precautions when 
mixing and using any home 
cleaning recipes and commer¬ 
cial products. For example, 
never combine ammonia and 
chlorine bleach, as this mixture 
produces toxic fumes. 

Below are some examples of 
using relatively toxic-free alter¬ 
natives in the home. 

To freshen air in your home, 
sprinkle baking soda or put acti¬ 
vated charcoal in odor-produc¬ 
ing areas. Put an open box of 
baking soda in the refrigerator to 
absorb food odors. Grind left¬ 
over lemon or orange peels to 
freshen the garbage disposal. 
Clean bathrooms by scrubbing 
with washing soda or borax. 

To remove mildew or other 
stains from grout, apply a mix¬ 
ture of one-half cup of chlorine 
bleach and one cup of water to 
the surface; let this stand for five 
minutes and rinse with clear 
water. For a ceramic tile cleaner, 
mix two tablespoons of trisodi¬ 
um phosphate (TSP) in a gallon 
of water; apply this to tile and 
grout with a brush or cloth. It’s 
not necessary to rinse. 

TSP is available at hardware 
stores or pharmacies. 


Scrub baked-on grease and 
oven spills with a paste of bak¬ 
ing soda, salt and water. Anoth¬ 
er cleaning method is to sprinkle 
the dampened area with dry bak¬ 
ing soda; let it stand for five 
minutes, and scrub with a damp 
cloth. Do not let the baking soda 
or salt touch wires or heating 
elements. 

Make it easier on yourself by 
wiping up grease and spills soon 
after each oven and stove-top 
use. Do not allow grease and 
spills to set. Use a non-metallic 
bristle brush or a nylon scrubber 
for charred spills. 

To clean toilet bowls, pour in 
one-half cup of liquid chlorine 
bleach; leave it at least 30 min¬ 
utes and scrub with a long-han¬ 
dled brush. You also can use 
borax and lemon juice to clean 
toilet bowls. 

Several products commonly 
found in the home will clean 
windows and mirrors. 

Add two tablespoons of 
vinegar to a quart of water and 
apply to windows or mirrors 
with wadded-up newspaper. 

Another good cleaning solu¬ 
tion is three tablespoons of 
ammonia, one tablespoon white 
vinegar, and three-fourth cup 
water put in a clean spray bottle. 

To remove rust or lime 
deposits from outside windows, 
mix one-fourth cup cornstarch, 
one-half cup ammonia, and one 
cup of vinegar in a jar. Since 
vinegar is a mild acid, it might 
be necessary to wear gloves 
when applying this mixture.
